Yet, thai* is a 
condition in which burning of the 
tongue occurs and this may be a 
perplexing problem that is not too 
easily solved. When such a symp­ 
tom is present, inspection of the 
tongue may not reveal anything ab­ 
normal. This is particularly true 
when the trouble is due to a vitamin 
deficiency. 
A lack of niacin and riboflavin, 
which is a part of the ritam n B 
complex, is an important cause for 
a burning sensation of the tongue. 
Restricted Diet 
Sometimes the symptom may de­ 
velop in a patient, w.th diabetes or 
ulcer, who is on a restricted diet. 
The delic.ency may also result from 
an excessive loss of these vitamins, 
such as occurs in bowe) disorders 
in which diarrhea is pre enL Any 
type of excessive loss of fluid from 
the body may be a contributing fac­ 
tor causing dry i ess of the mouth 
and burning of the tongue.

In this 
disorder, it has been found that the 
u e of a drug know n as neostigmine, 
taken three times daily after meals, 
is quite helpful, since it seems tv 
stimulate th* salivary secretion. 
Within a few days, the burning of 
the tongue and dryness of the mouth 
clear up. The patient is also advised 
to take large amounts of fluids, and, 
if smoking is thought to be a con­ 
tributing cause, it should be stopped. 
In every ease of bum ng tongue, 
a thorough examination by the phy­ 
sician is advisable.
